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Shawsheen gym to be 
converted to classrooms?

Local politicians, school activists 
and concerned parenis met with 
Shawsheen Elementary School 
Principal Dick Gorham Wednesday 
afternoon fora tour of the facility 
aimed at demonstrating present and 
future overcrowding problems. 
The visit comes as a precursor to 
Monday night's board of sclectmen 
meeting, where school officials are 
on the agenda to attempt to hash out 
a solution to the town's system-wide 
overcrowding and educational 
woes, 

The group, which included Rep. 
James Miceli, Selectmen Chester 
Bruce, Diane Allan and Gerald 
Duggan and school activists Suzanne 
Clarkin, Agnes Fiumara and Carol 
Neville, was scheduled to visit the 
Wildwood Elementary School - also 
beset with overcrowding problems - 
after the Shawsheen tour. 

Gorham said the problem at the 


Wildwood “is as dramatic, if not 
more dramatic’ than [the 
Shawshcen's] is.” 

Right now, enrollment at the 
Shawsheen is at 727 kindergarten 


through grade five children, with . 


26 teachers. The school’s four 
fourth grade classes average 31 
students per teacher, with two 
academic tutors. The fifth grade's 
three classes are just slightly lower 
(30.3) with no tutors. 

To combat the problem, Gorham 
is proposing converting the 
gymnasium into two fifth grad 
classrooms to accommodate next 
year's crop of fifth graders - if he 
can get three more teachers. If not, 
the gym will stay a gym and classes 
will grow larger. 

Additional problems persist at the 
Shawsheen, including a tiny library, 
inadequate special necds facilities, a

Town property 
valuations dip 
4 percent

Wilmington Principal Assessor 
Skip Moynihan Wednesday 
announced that the town has 
completed property revaluations 
and will have specific information 
available to. residents beginning 
November 21. 

Moynihan said residential 
property values have dipped by an 
average of four percent, while 
commercial and _ industrial 
properties have dropped a more 
substantial 14 percent. 

The revaluation process, which 
took eight months, is required by 
law every three years. 

Moynihan said it is too soon to say 


how revaluation figures will affect 


property taxes in town.

burgeoning cafeteria 15-year-old 
computers and outdated text books - 
problems activists feel should be 
getting full attention right now, but 
which have to take a back scat to 
space issues. 

Clarkin and Fiumara were present 
at the October 24 sclectmen's 
meeting to ensure that space issues 
at least remained on the front 
burner, 

“Tt just can't wait any longer. The 
crisis is here now," Clarkin said in a 
telephone interview Monday 
evening. 

The solution, activists belicve, is 
to reopen the Boutwell Strect 
Elementary School. Last spring, 
Wilmington voters trounced a Prop. 
2 1/2 override question that would 
have provided funds to reopen the 
Boutwell. 

"The bottom line is we're pushing 
for the Boutwell," Fiumara said. 


Before school officials decided to 
try for the Boutwell reopening, 
various other plans, including one 
which would have moved the town's 
eighth graders to the high school, 
were offered. 

But activists and school officials 
are trying to warn the town against 
applying Band-Aid solutions. 

"Right now there's talk from 
different town officials that they're 
looking for a short-term solution, 
which is ridiculous," Fiumara said. 

The fastest growing segment of 
students right now is at the 
elementary school level and the 
town continues to build new housing 
developments that have been 
attracting young couples with 
children, 

Last year, 114 new houses were 
built in Wilmington, with 146 being 
constructed through November of 
this year, 


Miceli wins 
by landslide

State Rep. James Miceli captured 
79 percent of the vote in cruising to 
a landslide reclection win over Al 
Meegan. 

Miceli was elected to his ninth 
consecutive term as 20th District 

Representative by taking 80 percent 
of the vote in Tewksbury and 76 
percent in Wilmington. 

"I'm gratified by the support 
which my constituents gave me," 
Miceli said from the Tewksbury 
Knights of Columbus Hall Tuesday 
night. “I'm overwhelmed by the 
support of my constituents and I 
hope I've reciprocated." 

But Miceli took issue with the way 
this year’s campaign was run by 
Mecgan. 

“This was probably one of the 
dirtiest campaigns that I've ever 
been involved in thanks to Mark 


Haldane, who played an active role 
in my campaign," Miccli stated, 
adding "and that last ad reached new 
depths of negative campaigning." 

Miceli was referring to a Town 
Crier political ad signed by Meegan 
that declared "incumbency is the 
cocaine of politics.” 

Meegan was gracious Wednesday 
afternoon while stating his 
intentions to take on Miceli again 
two. years from now. 

"Congratulations to Jim Miceli, 
the people elected him to office,” 
Meegan said. "I would like to thank 
all the people that voted for me and 
T hope to see them in two years. 

“Given no changes, my plan would 
be to run again in two years. This 
year the people had a choice and 
they chose to stay with the 
incumbent.

Mail some food to 
the commissary

FACT: Coconuts may be sent 
through the U.S. Mail without 
further packaging, provided proper 
postage and an address (don't forget 
the zip code) are affixed. 

With that in mind, the Wilmington 
Post Office would like to remind the 
town's residents that they can put 
any non-perishable food items in 
their mailboxes, without postage or 
address, and they will be picked up. 

The food items are for the 
Wilmington Community Fund's 
Food Commissary, the stock of 
which, with Thanksgiving only a 
gobble or two away, is significantly 
depleted. 

But fear not. Come rain, snow, 
slect or hail, those baked beans and 
Frosted Flakes will arrive at the 
food panty - which supplies food on 
a weekly basis to about 70 cligible 
Wilmington families - safe and 
sound, 

The idea of picking-up food 
products from mailboxes came two 
years ago from 20-year@WVilmington 
Post Office veteran Dave Orndorff. 

With the food panty suffering 
from a lack of drop-offs, Orndorff 
wondered why the town's letter 
carriers couldn't serve in another 
helpful capacity. He suggested the 
idea to Post Master Jake Quinn, who 
was receptive and has been 
exceedingly cooperative with the 
Project ever since. 

And since it's inception, the 
project has helped deliver at times 
between 150 to 200 pounds of food 
to the commissary a weck. 
However, those figures are down 
now to about 75 pounds a weck, 
according to Orndorff. 

“It's a wonderful thing,” he said. 


"The people have to stay with it.” 
There is a national drive held 
every May, but beyond that, many * 
people forget letter carriers will 

take food for the community fund. 

But Orndorff never forgets the 
joy helping needy families brings to 
him and his fellow postal workers. 

"I worked for the post office for 
20 years and the day we did the 
national food drive, I never saw so 
many smiles on my co-workers 
faces,” he said. 

But with the holiday season fast 
approaching, the project could use a 
little boost, something it gets daily 
from the Wilmington Post Office. 

"This would be no good without 
the cooperation of everybody at the 
post office," Orndorff said. "It's 
nice, Everybody feels good."

Fred Roberts first appeared in 
Wilmington about 1900, Born in 
Berwick, Maine of an old Yankee 
family, he was a prosperous man. 
Shortly afterwards his brother 
Herbert became a resident of 
Wilmington. Both men were candy 
manufacturers, Herbert making a 
well known brand of caramels and 
Fred being the man who made 
chocolates. 

Fred Roberts bought a home on 
the northerly side of Burlington 
Avenue. There were two homes 
near each other, a few hundred fect 
westerly of the present Deming 
Way. 

Westerly from the home he had 
purchased the road ran uphill. On 
that hill there were three homes. 
Beyond the crest of the hill was a 
larger home, with a bam behind it. 

Fred demolished one of the 
homes, later. The two remaining 
homes were moved across 
Burlington Avenue. Today Roberts 
Road runs between them. Today 
there are 22 homes facing on 
Roberts Road, all property which 
was once owned by Fred. 

The larger home on the property 
which Fred had purchased was 
owned by a family named 
Kirkpatrick, a family with which he 
was acquainted. Today that home is 
across Burlington Avenue from 
Boutwell Strect,-a three family 
home. 

* Fred's wife, Althcra Clendennin 
was a very kindly lady, a few years 
older than her husband, There were 
three children, all girls, Helen, 
Althera, and another whose name 
has been lost. Althera marricd 
Harry Fletcher, the coachman. That 
couple moved to Mclrose. 

Fred Roberts had a place of 
business in Boston. An important 
factor in his business was a German 
born lady named Alice Albrink. She 
was the source of many ideas which 
helped to market those chocolates.

In those days chocolates were sold 
largely in bulk. Alice suggested a 
nice covered box, one that would be 
altractive to a young man about to 
go a-courting. 

She further suggested that the 
slogan to be on the cover should be 
"For those who discriminate." 
Those words were printed on the 
cover. It is to be belicved it was in 
her hand writing. 

Althera Clendennin Roberts died 
in 1906. Two years later Fred took, 
as his second wife, Alice Albrink, 
one of the most gracious ladies ever 
to live in Wilmington. 

Business was good. Fred began to 
think of a larger home. He looked, 
speculatively at the hill beyond his 
home and the next one beyond it, 
known from the ancient ‘days as 
Bear Hill. Fred bought/atl" four 
homes, and 60 acres of land. The 
homes, with the exception of the 
Kirkpatrick home, were torn down. 
Fred began to plan his home. 

He chose Dinny McLaughlin of 
Woburn to be his stone mason. Irish 
born stone masons, in those days 
excelled in construction which used 
only granite, and granite which was 
never cut. They used large stones, 
and no small ones, Those men had 
acquired an eye for beauty with 
stones, because they had nothing 
else with which to build. 

Dinny was rough. Dinny was 
tough, But he was a friendly man 
who was appreciated by the men 
with whom he worked. 

In those days there was a railroad 
between the center of Woburn and 
Wilmington. There were daily 
trains, trains which were 
discontinued about 1930. 

Dinny employed about 15 men to 
work on the Roberts house. The 
laborers were from North Woburn, 
Italian. The masons were from 
Woburn, all Irish. Dinny and his

Everyone would get off the train 
in Wilmington. Then Dinny would 
lead the way up Burlington Avenue 
to Bear Hill, many of the men with 
tools over their shoulders. 

There may be a few persons in 
Wilmington today who remember 
those morning processions, and the 
men walking back to the railroad 
station at night. It was quite a 
procession, every man carrying his 
own tools. 

There were four stone masons in 
the Woburn area about whom it 
would be. said they did excellent 
work. Dinny was one of them. 

All the stones for the Roberts 
House were found in those 60 acres.

In honor of all veterans 


It is felt that the building of the 
Vietnam Veterans’ Memorial Wall 
was a major step in the healing 
process of a nation and its people. 
With this in mind, the following 
excerpt from a research paper 
written by Jim McNamee, is 
submitted in honor of all veterans. 

It was difficult for many people to 
understand what a great deal of 
meaning this memorial could 
stimulate, One man had a vision, 
one man fought to the finish to give 
respect to those 60,000 veterans 
who fought for our country and 
died. Those Americans who gave 
their lives for our country didn't 
ask for this to happen, and this one 
man, Jan Scruggs, felt these men 
and women—deserved to be 

ized for their courage. 

In March of 1979, Scruggs, a 
former rifleman, saw the movie 
entitled "Deer Hunter." After 
witnessing the deaths and how they 
were abandoned, he was terribly 
disturbed, and that night, Scruggs 
couldn't sleep. Flashbacks occurred. 
Three o'clock a.m. - 12 men were 
unloading an ammo truck when 
Scruggs heard an explosion. Body 
parts were everywhere. They were 
his friends, His flashbacks ended, but 
faces continued to pile up, and he 
constantly thought of the names. He 
told his wife he was going to build a 
memorial. Scruggs was a 
determined man and would strive to 
accomplish his dream. He did not 
want to forget those who sacrificed 
their lives. His friends would be on 
that wall,..and your's. 

During that same year, the 
Vietnam Veterans’ Memorial 
Federation focused on what sort of 
memorial they wanted. Scruggs 
came forward and stated what had 
been on his mind since the 
beginning, the names. The 
Memorial had its complications 
with money and people who 


differed in opinion. Despite the 
controversy, they continued on the 
rough road to accomplish their 
goal. When the wall was revealed to 
the Nation, emotions were 
unexplainable, as tremendous 
feelings gripped the population. 
Many people came to sce a special 
name. Everyday somcone leaves a 
flag, a flower, a snapshot, a 
memento, a poem, or a personal 
note. 

A day after the unveiling, a James 
J. Kilpatrick column appeared in the 
nation's newspapers. He walked 
through the mud to see the 
construction site, "Gradually the 
long walls...came into view," 
Kilpatrick wrote.."Nothing I had 
heard-or-written had’ prepared me 
for the moment. I could not speak. I 
wept...This memorial has a pile 
driver's impact, No politics, no 
recriminations, Nothing of vain 
glory or of glory cither, For 20 
years I have contended that these 
men died in a cause as noble as any 
cause for which war was ever 
waged...never mind. The memorial 
carries a message for all ages: this is 
what war is all about." The impact 
was unpredictable on many people. 
The feelings were not there until 
they saw the black wall of names 
staring them in the face. Families 


and friends of the men and women" 


on the wall touched the panels 
where the names were. These 
touches were not just tangible, they 
were gentle and with feeling, as if 
the stone were alive. To see loved 
ones on the wall, made them thank 
God for the time they had with these 
loved ones. The healing of a nation 
was about to begin. 

Over five million people visited 
the Victnam Veterans’ Memorial 
Wall during its first two years. It is 
the second most visited memorial in 
the nation's capital. Some days, over 
20,000 people come. Late at night,

Most visitors touch the wall, hug 
each other or both, They linger and 
talk, and carry part of it away with 
them.

As I approached, the duck lifted its 
head, gave me a dirty look, and flew 
off. I'll never understand how that 
duck was able to hold its breath that 
long, but it flew off like nothing had 
happened. My shotgun was 20 feet 
away, and I watched helplessly as the 
duck flew off. 

Net result: two ducks downed but 
none in the bag. I still feel awful. 

A few years later I nailed a goose, 
and as the bird was falling I gave it 
another round, for insurance, Chalk 
that up as a lesson learned. 


Mammals are a bit more difficult, 
A bunny or squirrel 't get very 
far after geting bowled over from a 


solid hit, but they will disappear if 
wounded. Use that second. shot. 

Deer, however, are more difficult. 
Getting a single shot at a deer takes 
an awful lot of luck and hard work, 
and they usually won't stand still for 
a second round, - Make that first shot 
count, and count big. 

Thankfully, bow of the deer I've 
taken never took another step. The 
first one was caught in the spine, at a 
bouncing trot, immobilizing it for 
the finishing shot, while the second 
‘one never had a‘clue what hit it. 

There is a problem in bowhunting, 
however. A razor-sharp broadhcad 
causes severe internal bleeding with 
the most solid of hits, but rarely will 
the impact of an arrow knock down 
adcer. A hit in the pump, or a lung 
puncture or a liver sliced in half, is 
indeed fatal to the deer but usually 
not instantly, Am arrow-struck decr 
virtually always strolls or bounds

TMHS soccer had streaks of 


off after the sting, and death comes 
later, when the loss of blood reaches 
critical levels. 

That means all bowhunters must 
know an ancient skill: tracking. 

First rule of thumb: sit and wait. 
Let the deer stroll away, and don't 
move or make any noise. Your voice 
may panic the decr and send it run- 
ning an hundred yards or so. Relax. 
Once the loss of blood gets severe, 
the deer will get lightheaded and lie 
down. With luck, it will lie down 
soon and never get up. (With perfect 
luck it will lic down in the bed of the 
truck. Nah!) 

Deer will often head downhill, and 
toward water, if that helps, Keep 
waiting until it no longer amuscs 
you. Let's say a half hour, or more. 
No rush, You've got more time than 
the deer does. 

Second rule of thumb: find your 
arrow. If it lodged you would have 
seen it, but often the arrow will pass 
clean through. You want to sce red, 
or frothy red from a lung hit, but 
you'd rather not find green-ycllow 
with a foul smell on the arrow, 
which means a stomach hit, You can 
learn much from your arrow. 

Third rule of thumb: time to take a 
hike. Red sprinkles on snow is ideal, 
but you might have to follow a trail 
of droplets on leaves and branches, 
Mark the spot where the trail began 
(surveyor's tape is good), and away 
you go. Hopefully you'll find the 
deer lying down within a few dozen 
yards, If it jumps up and runs, sit 
back down again and keep waiting.

“Friends Forever”

Back in their villages located 
35 miles from Belfast, Northern 
Ireland, diversity is not high on 
the educational priority list for 
students such as Jonathan 
Caldwell and Enda Maguire. 

It's not by their choice, how- 
ever. Protestants and Catholics, 
such as Jonathan and Enda, 
respectively, are segregated in 
Northern Ireland schools. 
Despite living just five miles 
apart, they were strangers until 
three weeks ago. 

Jonathan, Enda and 10 other 
kids from Northern Ireland were 
in the States as part of the 
“Friends Forever" program. If 
they are to remain friends, they 
will have to put aside societal 
differences which have been the 
root of "the Troubles" between 
their peoples for the past 25 
years. 

Their time spent here was 
designed to lay seeds of friend- 
ship, which will hopefully be 
cultivated back home. The idea 
was to bring over the kids - half 
Catholic, half Protestant - and 
throw them into the strange, 
huge land known as America. 

Before they know it, they're 
no longer Catholic or Protestant 
- they're survivalists depending 


place. Governor Curley replied, 
“Certainly, I’ll call O'Connor, the 
undertaker, right away and tell 
him of your wish.” - When 
James Michael Curley was 
Mayor of Boston (according to 
John Cremens, Major General 
of the ‘Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company) the Ancient 
and Honorable refused to admit 
Mayor Curley as an ex-officio 
member.

upon each other, regardless of 
religion. Part of the American 
experience included a trip to 
Winchester High School, to see 
what classroom life is like over 
here. 

"It was a really nice experi- 
ence," said Becky Jacques, advi- 
sor to the Multi-Cultural Issues 
Group at Winchester High. 
"Looking at different ways of 
life and accepting diversity is 
important in our lives." 

The Irish kids paired up with 
Winchester high students and 
attended classes. Seeing kids 
from all sorts of ethnic and reli- 
gious backgrounds was an eye- 
opener for the visitors from "the 
North." 


"They were energetic and 
open about how different things 
are here," said Jacques. "It was 
a unique experience. It's kind of 
exciting to be a part of it.” 


The kids, Irish and American, 
had fun with their language 
variations. 

“Everyone thinks we speak 
the same language," Jacques 
explained. "We both speak 
English, but thé kids were the 
first to note that there are dif- 
ferences in our words." 

A sweater, for instance, is a 
"jumper" in Ireland. Don't go 
looking for a “trash" can if you 
ever visit Ireland. The proper 
term is "rubbish." And a "round- 
about" is their translation of a 
rotary that Americans twirl 
through. 

"Everyone expresses their 
opinions here," said Jonathan. 
"It's great to hear that." 

Tom Arthur, a Belfast-born 
member of the Cambridge 
Rotary Club, which sponsored 
the Friends Forever trip, said, 
"Everything about this country 


is so much bigger than where 
they're from. Because of that, 
they gravitated toward each 
other. They bonded very well." 

The real test, however, is how 
their friendships will survive 
back in Northern Ireland. 

"It will be really different 
when we go back," said Enda, 
the Catholic youth, 15, who lives 
in the all-Catholic village of 
Toomebridge. Just down the 
road is Jonathan, 16, and his 
Protestant family. Their class- 
mates will be in for a surprise 
when the lads meet up on the 
street someday and exchange a 
handshake instead of an insult. 

Friends Forever is an 
American organization founded 
in 1986. The first-ever Friends 
trip was coordinated between 
the YMCA in Carrickfergus,

McDonald's gets

After changes to the original 
plan presented by franchise 
owner Larry Kimmelman, the 
Woburn City Council has 
approved the addition of a play 
area to the Cambridge St.
